Based upon an in­ 
creased yield of 148,000 bales, the 
total value of the crop declined 
$58,975,000. 
Under the new price 
it would require 803,277 bales of 
cotton to bring $58,975,000. 
In 
other words if the farm ers would 
go out and burn 8t)3,277 bales of 
cotton they would receive just as 
much for their crop, before the 
last estim ate was made and would 
save the picking of the crop. 
The 
farm ers are 
penalized 
655,277 
bales for growing 148,000 bales. 
Again, this 655,277 bales really 
has no value at all. 
The farm ers 
of the South have been robbed 
more than fifty milions of dollars 
for which there is no justification.

GALVESTON, Sept. 7.— Mem 
ones of the past when ships were 
unable to come to the docks be­ 
cause of shallow w ater and were 
compelled to unload cargoes into 
lighters while anchored well out at 
sea are recalled here with the be 
ginning of dredging work which 
will give Galveston channel the 
greatest depth on the Gulf Coast 
west of the Mississippi river. 
More than half a century ago 
before railroads became im portant 
factors in transportation between 
Texas and the older sections of the 
United States, virtually all the 
commerce of the southwest mov 
ed through 
Galveston, 
then 
small but thriving island port. 
Full-rigged sailing vessels and 
ships in which “ tea kettle” boil­ 
ers were only incidental to the 
white spread 
of 
canvas 
aloft 
brought to the southwest through 
Galveston all 
the 
m anufactured 
articles, foodstuffs, clothing and 
supplies consumed in 
the 
fast 
growing territory. 
And with Tex­ 
as cotton stowed in 
their holds 
these vessels sailed back to New 
England or to European countries 
Years after the war between the 
states the depth of w ater over the 
bars across the channel leading to 
Galveston harbor was only from 
eight to twelve feet, and fully load­ 
ed ships could neither enter nor 
leave port. 
At the behest of Galveston and 
southwestern shippers seeking an 
outlet for their agricultural pro­ 
ducts, the federal governm ent was 
prevailed on to aid and a stone je t­ 
ty was throw n up into the Gulf 
to restrain the tidal sweep from 
silting the channel. 
L ater 
the 
governm ent selected Galveston as 
the point for building a new deep- 
w ater harbor between the Missis­ 
sippi and the Rio Grande and the 
present jetty system was develop­ 
ed. 
A depth of 25, and later 30 feet, 
was attained, the 
latter 
having 
been sufficient in recent years to 
handle the largest ships trading in 
the Gulf. 
But with larger ships 
being constructed and heavy dead­ 
weight cargoes of grain, cotton, 
and sulphur moving from Galves­ 
ton, a new project depth of 35 feet 
fo r the outer channel and 32 feet 
along the 
w aterfront 
has 
been 
adopted and 
more 
than$900,000 
appropriated for the work. 
The 
new depth will make it possible 
for almost 
the 
largest 
vessels 
afloat to load here. 
Four million yards of material 
will be removed from the channel 
along the w aterfront to reach the 
depth of 32 feet, with an addi­ 
tional over depth of two feet be­ 
ing allowed to care for silting. The 
work probably will 
require 
six 
months or more. 
The m aterial is 
being pumped chiefly on Pelican 
Spit, a small island fronting Gal­ 
veston channel and it is expected 
the grade of the land will be raised 
several feet, making available sev­ 
eral industrial sites. 
The rem ain­ 
der of the m aterial is to be pump­ 
ed behind the new East End Sea­ 
wall on 
Galveston 
Island. 
The 
work is being done under contract 
by a dredging company under su­ 
pervision of army engineers.

Among the insect pests cited by 
Mr. Thomas as having been investi­ 
gated by the Division of Entomol­ 
ogy, are; cotton boll weevil, cotton 
flea hopper, cotton or melon louse, 
turnip louse, cowpea weevil, sweet 
potato weevil, harlequin cabbage 
bug, San Jose scale, green bug or 
spring grain aphis, 
sugar 
cane 
moth borer, and pecan nut case 
borer. 
“In recent years special emphas­ 
is has been placed on the investi­ 
gation of insect pests of cotton, 
continues the entomologist. “ Last 
year work was done in four loca­ 
tions within the region designated 
as East Texas, as follows: Hills­ 
boro in Hill county, McKinney rn 
Collin county, 
Paris 
in Lamar 
county and 
College 
Station in 
Brazos county. The two main ob­ 
jects of the investigations conduct­ 
ed at these points were to obtain 
practical control of the cotton flea 
hopper and to determine the rel­ 
ative importance of 
boll 
weevil 
control when calcium arsenate dust 
is applied under conditions when 
the plants are wet with dew and 
when the plants are dry. 
For boll 
weevils the best remedy is to make 
applications at five-day intervals 


as to w arrant the use of control 
measures, it was found. 
For flea 
hoppers fine dusting sulphur prov­ 
ed to be best when applied at 
weekly intervals and beginning aa 
soon as the infestation is noticed. 
“The Division of Entomology 
has also co-operated 
with 
three 
commercial 
airplane 
companies 
studying the possibilities of air­ 
plane dusting for boll weevil con­ 
trol as practiced in Texas. 
The 
results of this work will soon ap­ 
pear in published form. 
“ A careful and thoroughly out­ 
lined investigation of the cotton 
boll worm is now carried on at 
three locations, two of which are 
in East Texas; namely, McKinney 
and College Station. 
The cotton 
boll worm is a common insect that 
ie distributed throughout the state 
and that probably causes nearly 
as much damage year after year 
as the boll weevil, 
It is also a 
pest of corn and tomatoes. 
At 
present no 
satisfactory 
control 
measures for checking injury in 
cotton 
are 
known. 
This 
work 
should be continued on a scale that 
would reach other sections of East 
Texas and of the state. 
“Other studies that are being 
carried on from year to year and 
which are becoming of increasing 
importance are the investigations 
in connection with the hibernation 
and survival of cotton boll wee­ 
vils and cotton flea hoppers. 
The 
results obtained are valuable in 
showing what may be expected in 
season with reference to the

vorable to dairy, 
livestock 
and 
poultry production as is the area 
surrounding Bryan 
and 
Brazos 
county. 
From one of these under a re­ 
cent date line we learn that pout 
trymen in the vicinity 
of 
Wills 
Point, who have gone into egg 
production on a quality basis, are 
not able to fill the many orders 
they are receiving from the larger 
cities. 
Eggs have become an im- 
portant source of income in that 
section of Texas. 
Still another tells of the rapid 
development of farm dairies in the 
vicinity of Plainview. 
So marked 
has been the progress along the 
line of increasing production, and 
bonding up dairy herds as to num­ 
ber and blood-lines that Lars M. 
Armstrong, of Stockholm, Sweden, 
who represents a cream separator 
company of France, spent some 
time in and near Plainview observ­ 
ing the market methods, and gen­ 
eral management of farm dairies, 
giving special attention to the bull 
circle plan in operation there, and 
Its results in improvment to breed­ 
ing stock of that section. 
A market page carries the infor­ 
mation that $1400 worth of cream 
alane is being sold by farmers to 
•** creamery in Quanah; while from 
Miles comes the story of Otto Gar- 
xin, whose farm operations net 
bim a profit each year, and whose 
success is attributed to diversi­ 
fied crop methods and businesslike 
management. 
Garzin has a 350 acre farm fenc­ 
ed chicken, 
turkey 
and 
sheep 
proof. 
His chickens and turkeys 
ere allowed to graze in his cotton 
fields and his losses from worms 
and other pests is always less in 
those parts of the field where the 
farm fowls range. 
Five hundred 
chickens and IOO turkeys 
are 
about his average per year. 
A flock of IOO sheep, are (ac 
cording to the story) the source 
of about the easiest money he re­ 
ceives each year, since they take 
care of themselves.

The convention also included a 
resolution presented by Mrs. Clara 
Driscoll Sevier of Austin urging 
that the state purchase the land 
around the Alamo which once was 
a part of the Alamo inclosure. 
Toro C onnally H eard 
From the time that the hall was 
cleared of the Hoover Democrats 
during the first 30 minutes of the 
convention, there was not an un­ 
harmonious incident.

Blalock of Marshall, temporary 
chairman and an ardent supporter 
of the national ticket and the per­ 
sonal friend of Governor Moody, 
was the temporary chairman, and 
he sounded a key note 
of party 
loyalty, praise of Governor Smith 
and Senator Robinson and plea 
for a reunited and a militant Dem­ 
ocracy. 
He also praised the ad­ 
ministration of 
Governor 
Dan 
Moody. 
During the afternoon session, 
formal canvass of the returns of 
the primaries was made, and the 
result announced, and speeches of 
acceptance were made by

gressman 
Tom 
Connally,

party’s nominee for the 
United 
States Senate, Barry Miller, nom­ 
inee for lieutenant governor, and 
Claude Pollard, nominee for at­ 
torney general. 
Tire high point of the day was 
when W. A. Tarver of Navarro 
county, the permanent chairman of 
the convention, brought his speech, 
to a close with a ringing appeal 
for the success of the national 
democratic ticket. 
Women prohibition leaders were 
active during the sessions of the 
convention after the bolters had 
left. 
Mrs. J. E. King of San An­ 
tonio was the chairman of the com­ 
mittee on permanent organization. 
Mrs. Lee J. Rountree was the vice 
chairman of the convention. Sen­ 
ator Margie E. Neal, the only wom­ 
an member of the state commit­ 
tee, was the secretary of the con­ 
vention. 
The convention represented a 
new alignment in Texas politics. 
Absent from leadership in its de­ 
liberations were many such m en: 
who have been dictating state dom-1 
ocratic conventions for many years j 
in the state. 
Gone were Marshall fftcks and 
Frank C. Davis, two consistent at­ 
tendants on the conventions and 
two men who usually were officials 
of conventions. 
Thomas H. Ball 
of Houston was not present, nor 
was Cone Johnson of Tyler. Sen­ 
ator EaPle B. Mayfield was absent. 
Thomas B. Love went out with the 
bolters. 
Governor Moody sat in the con­ 
vention for a few minutes during 
the morning but since that time 
took no part in the proceedings, 
although he went before the plat­ 
form committee, headed by R. L. 
Stennis of Dallas, to present his 
planks. 
One of them was a pro­ 
hibition plank, the other for civil 
service and the other for central­ 
ization of the penitentiary system. 
The civil service plank was direct­ 
ly rejected and the penitentiary 
relocation bill was compromised. 
John Boyle of San Antonio, the 
Smith chieftain in this State, at­ 
tended the convention but took no 
active part on the floor. 
Steve 
Pinckney of Houston led the Smith 
forces on the floor. 
He and Boyle 
are close personal friends and were 
in frequent conferences during the 
day.
